In order to prevent the evasion of duty , sales- tax etc., by smuggling 
of Indian Made Foreign Liquor, Government have now decided that 
all the bottles of Foreign Liquor sold in Kerala should bear the 
stickers of the F.L. 9 licensee .

" (iii) (a ) Tanker Lorries." 

(2 ) after rule 52, the following rule shall be inserted , namely : 

" 524.Issue of spirit in tanker lorries . — Spirit may be issued in tanker lorrie 
either under bond or after payment of duty . Consignment of spirit unde 
bond in tanker lorries is subject to the following conditions:--- 

(i) The transport of spirit shall be done in clear tanks, well tinncı 
on the inside to prevent discolouration of the liquor .

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( ii ) Any liquor found to be discoloured at the time of verification , the 
consignment will be liable to be returned to the Distillery for redistillation . 

( iii ) All tanker lorries should be numbered and its actual capacity 
should be marked on it. The tank of the lorry must be fully filled and it 
should be securely soldered and sealed within the premises of the distillery . 
The gross weight of the Lorry with its consignment must be taken and re 
corded in the permit, before leaving the premises of the distillery . The 
advice for spirit issued for inland transit or export by bond should be sent to 
the officer appointed to verify the consignment. In the absence of suspecion 
or fraud it will be sufficient for the officers to examine the consignments of 
spirit , in closed and sealed tankers, in transit by weighing them . They need 
not remove the seal of the tank and gauge or prove the contents." ; 

(3) In rule 53, for the words " casks or drums" wherever they occur, the 
words " casks or drums or tanker lorries" should be substituted ; 

(4) After rule 55 , the following rule shall be inserted , namely : 

“ 55 4.Return of ungrogged tanker lorries. - Warehouse keepers may return 
empty tanker lorries to distilleries ungrogged on the following conditions : 

(i) After the delivery of the Spirit all empty tanks of the lorries must 
be kept under seal and shall be returned to the distillery, if it belongs to the 
distillery. 

( ii) The Officer- in -charge of the Warehouse will intimate the Officer 
in -charge of the Distillery to which the tankers are returned , numbers and 
marks of the tanks and the receiving Officer will state on the letter of advice 
whether the tankers were received with the seal unbroken . 

( iii) A note should be made in the verification register against all 
tankers despatched ungrogged . 

( iv ) All ungrogged tankers returned at the Distillery should be kept 
sealed until they are required for refilling."

As per the provisions contained in rule 5 ( 10 ) of the Kerala 
Abkari Shops ( Disposal in Auction ) Rules, 1974 an auction purchaser 
has to fulfil the following conditions at the time of signing the 
agreement : 

(i) he should make a deposit in cash of an amount equivalent 
to not less than 30 % of the amount of his bid or such other 
higher amount to be fixed by the officer conducting the auction 
sale . 

(ü ) he should furnish personal sureties if required by the 
officer conducting the auction sale. 

( iii ) he should produce before the auctioning officer a solvency 
certificate for an amount not less than 20 % of the bid amount or in 
lieu thereof he should furnish additional cash security for an amount 
not less than 20 % of the bid amount.

According to the existing rules the Excise Circle Inspectors are 
also allowed over time fees for the over time work done in the dis 
tilleries and the over time fees should be drawn in the establishment 
bills. The Committee on Subordinate Legislation pointed out that 
aver time allowance due to the Circle Inspector has to be claimed 
in the Gazetted Officer s salary bill and not in establishment bill.
